Our social and political system does not admit
of great fortunes and great landed possessions
being transmitted unbroken in certain fami-
lies. The acenmulations of the millionaire of
to-day will, in a few generations at least, be
divided up into a number of fragments, and
its benefits enjoyed by a great number of per-
song.  Wages, too, are higher here than any-
where in the world; and if the average work-
ingman cannot support himself comfortably
on what he earns, it is either becanse he idles
away a portion of his time or because he does
not practise a reasonable economy. Even for
those who complain that the various trades are
crowded, and that it is hard for a man to
make a living at them, there is mo proper
cause for cowmplaint when immense tracts of
fertile country, capable of supporting mil-
lions of laa-ul-ll- for ecenturies to come, are
standing in our Western Stat:s and Territo-
vies waiting for settlers to come and put them
under eultivation.
